James Freeman Kills His Wife at 
Reedsville, Ga. 


SHE REFUSED HIS COMMAND TO SHOOT 
A NEIGHBOR. 


Lynching Hinted at if the Slayer is Caught 
~—Murder Case Reopened—A Smukz- 
gler’s Trunks Overhauled — Double 
Homicide Possible in the Barr Deaths 
—A Preacher Shot—Regulators at Work. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 
details from Talnall County concerning the 
murder near Breedsville show it to have been 
one of the Rost horrible crimes ever com- 
mitted in that section. The victim was the 
wife of James Freeman, a prosperous farmer 
living a few miles from Breedgville. Freeman 
was of anintensely jealous disposition and 
had several-times quarreled with his wife 
over slight friendly attentions paid to her by 
a neighbor named Kennedy. Finally his je@i- 
ous rage led to the tragedy. Soon after d 
night before last, arming himself with a Win- 
chester rifle, Freeman announced to his wife 
that he was going to make her kill Kennedy. 
Taking a rope he tied it around her body and 
dragged her through the woods and along the 
road to within a few feet of the house of the 
man whose life he desired to take. Then he 
rorced a pistol intothe hands of the almost 
unconscious woman, threatening her with 
instant death if she did not enter the house 
and shoot Kennedy. She refused. 

By some means Kennedy had become aware 
of the intention of Freeman, but did not 
know his wife was with him. Throwing the 
woman to the ground, Fréeman walked 
towagd the house himself. Kennedy, who 
had been on the watch, opened fire on him. 
Freeman ran back to where his wife lay, 
seized the rope and dragged her from the 
yard into the road. Ina few seconds Ken- 
nedy heard the sound of Freeman’s rifle. 
After leaving Kennedy’s home Freeman had 
dragged his wife a few hundred yards, curs- 
ing her for not obeying his order to kill Ken- 
nedy. Then had taken deliberate aim, and, 
despite the prayers of his wife for mercy, 
senta bullet through her head, killing her 
instantly. The body lay in the road until 
next morning. It was then found and an 
alarm was sounded. Freeman had disap- 
peared. Asearch was at once begun and if

CHILI'S POSITION. 


President Montt’s Construction of Har- 
rison’s Message~Affairs in Brazil. 

VALPARAISO, Chili,. Dec. 12.—President 
Jorge Montt has sent the Chilian Ministers in 
the United States and Europe a reply to Pres- 
ident Harrison’s mesgage to the Vongress of 
the United states. In relation to the assault 
on the sailors which landed from the cruiser 
Baltimore, he declares that the Chilian 
authorities have never attempted to evade, 
in the slightest particular, any responsibility 


for which the country may be justly held, 
but he insists that the proper and ordinary 
forms of Chilian preceedure must be ob- 
served. 

President Montt consented to be inter- 
viewed relative toMr, Harrison’s message, 
which 1s regarded by many prominent peo- 
ple in Chill as being Intended to prepare the 
American ople for a hostile movement 
against this country. President Montt said 
he was fully convinced that in the end the 
American people would Jadge the Baltimore 
affair without bias. There was no doubt in 
his mind that the Congress of the United 
States would act with fairness in the matter 
and that justice would be done by the Gov- 
ernments of the United States and Chilia. 

‘*The closing sentences of Mr. Harrison’s 
message,’’ said President Montt, ‘‘show that 
he willawait the conelusion of the investi- 
gation now being made Before taking aggres- 
siveaction. S80 believing, I have not the 
Slightest idea of any trouble between the two 
countries. We are desirious of cultivating 
amicable relations with all countries, and 
have no desire for apy difficulty with the 
United States.’’ ; 

No acknowledgement has been made of the 
receipt of the letter sent the Chilian Govern- 
ment Nov.9 asking for coples of the testi- 
mony of witnesses in the investigation into 
the Baltimore affair. Six days ago a reply 
was sent tothe letterof Secretary Blaine to 
Minister Monttat Washington, in which the 
American Secretary of State says that safe 
conducts were granted the refugees who were 
in the German and French Legations, which 
privilege was denied those seeking asylum in 
the American Legation. The reply was sent 
to Secretary Biaine direct and said no such 
permits had 4 a; that no safe con- 
duct has been iss to any of the refugees in 
any of the foreign legations, and that ‘*Mr. 
Blaine can keep himself well informed through 
the Chililan Legation at Washington.’’

IN A SQUEEZE. 


The Goulds Said to Be Too Far on the 
Short Side. 

New York, Dec. 12.—The Tribune this morn- 
ing prints this: Within the past few weeks 
the gossip of Wall street has been pointing to 
the so-called Gould contingent as the prin- 
cipal partof the short element existing in the 
stock market. Many conservative commis- 
sion brokers are satisfied that the short inter- 
est in the leading stocksis extremely large.

RAGING HURRICANE 


Yesterday’s Destructive Windstorm on 
the Pacific Coast. 


TWO PERSONS KILLED AND MANY BUILD- 
INGS DESTROYED. 


Southern California Swept by a Tempest— 
An English Gunboat Missing—Vessels 
in Distress—Body of a Blizzard Victim 
Found—Blown Up by Dynamite—The 
Casualties of a Day. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., Dec. .12.—One of the 
most destructive windstorms that has visited 
this section in years visited Los Angeles and 
vicinity Thursday night and early Friday 
morning, whenthe wind reached a velocity 
of twenty-eight miles an hour. Its severity 
seems to have been greatest at Pasadena and 
in San Gabriel Valley. So far as reported but 
two persons were killed. Mrs. Brown, living 
near Glendale, was burned to death, a A. 
G. Taber was killed at Norwalk. In Los An- 
gelesthe damage was nominal. Pasadena, 
however, was less fortunate. Reports from 
that place announce the wreck of several 
churches and the destruction of many barns. 

The Raymond Hotel has suffered serious 
loss. The roof of the west gable was carried 
off when the gale was at its height. The 
Raymond was opened for the season Thurs- 
day night. Fortunately no one was injured 
by the accident to the roof. The destruc- 
tion to orange orchards is reported as heavy. 
In exposed places fruit was blownoff. The 
first reports of loss are probably exaggera- 
tions, but it is evident from the damage done 
to buildings that the loss of fruit will be 
large. Ail the wires on the line of the Santa 
Fe are down except a single wire east via 
Barstow. Reports made by passengers com- 
ing inarethata number of buildings along 
the line are blown down and much fruit 
blown fromthe trees. In Verdugo Canyon 
and the Glendale section the storm was the 
Mrs. Brown, living ina 
small house on the Verdugo road, met with 
a horrible death. Her house succumbed to 
the wind some time during the night, and 
Mrs. Brown was caught in the timbers. As 
soon as the building fell it caught fire, and 
the poor woman was burned todeath. The 
body was burned toa crisp. 

The storm was terrible up in San Francisco 
Valley. The old mission at San Fernando 
was shaken up as it never was before. Great 
chunks of the adobe walls were huried 
abouts Big timbers placed in position in the 
misty past were dragged from their resting 
places and tossed about. At Burbank, the 
Presbyterian Church was wrecked. Here 
and there along the Los Angeles River sec- 
tion barns and fences were wrecked. At Los 
Feliz, a Chinamen was caught under a flying 
roof and badly injured. Another Chinamen 
was struck on the head by falling timber. 
The Holiness Church at Monrovia was 
wrenched from its foundation. The 
steeple of the Baptist Church was badly 
wrecked. Some ofit wascarriedaway. The 
Methodist Church was badly Gamaged. The 
interior was sadly demolished. A colored 
family was deprived of their home in an 
instant. They were asleep when the gaie 
struck their house and carried it away. 
They were left in the middle of the floor. 
Many barns and smal! buildings were either 
shattered or blown down. Three coaches on 
the Rapid Transit road were blown from the 
track. 

it is reported that the old Mission Church 
at San Gabriel was badly damaged by the 
gale and that part of the wall where the bells 
hang was demoralized. The storm in that 
section of the valley was very severe. A 
number of houses in town were damaged. 
Old orange orchards suffered. Bigtrees were 
broken by the force of the gale. Considera- 
ble damage was done at Garvanza and other 
places in the vicinity. Reports from all points

VESSELS IN DISTRESS. 


ANXIETY REGARDING THE BRITISH GUNBOAT 
BANTERER—FIERCE GALES. 


Lonpow, Dec. 12.—Considerable anxiety is 
expressed in navalcircles in regard to the 
whereabouts of H. M. S. Banterer, a gunboat 
commanded by Lieutenant-Commander Hugh 
B. Rooper. The Banterer carries four guns 
of 465 tons and 440 horse- power. ,The gunboat 
left Queenstown for Plymouth on Wednesday 
last, but she has not been heard from since 
she left the Irish coast. In viewof the ter- 
rible gale which has caused so much de- 


struction throughout Great Britain and fre- 
land, and which has also resulted in consid- 
erable damage to shipping and loss of life 
about the coasts, it Is feared that the Ban- 
terer has been disabled. In fact, there are 
people who claim that she may have foun- 
dered with all hands. In view of this appre- 
hensiopn the Admiralty has ordered the 
cruiser Pearlto goin search of the missing 
gunboat. The Pearl is now cruising between 
Plymoutfand Queenstown. It is hoped that 
she willfallin with the Banterer and tow 
her, if she is disabled, into Plymouth or 
some other port. 

The German steamer Wandrahm, from 
Boston, Nov. 29, for Hamburg, passed Isle of 
Wight gre She signaled that she had in 
tow the British steamer Kansas, from Liver- 

l, Nov. 2, for Boston. The shaft of the 
ansas was broken. The vessels had sepa- 
rated in latitude S64 north, longitude 2 west.

THE BOMB-THROWER, 


No Official Record of Identification of the 
Head at the Morgue. 

New YORK, Dec. 12.—Reports were pub- 
lished this morning that the head of the 
man who exploded the dynamite bomb in 
Russell Sage’s office had been identified as 
that of Henry N. Norcross of Somerville, 
Mass. It is stated fragments of clothing 
found in the wreck caused by the explosion 
were identified as, portionsof the clothing 
worn by Norcross and that a friend of his 


from Boston, who visited the Morgue last 
night,identified the head as that of Norcross. 
There is no official record of such identifica- 
tion, however, and the head is still 
classed at the Morgue as ‘*un- 
identified.’’ The Morgue-keeper this 
morning and denied having any knowledge 
that the head was identified. He said a man 
from Boston calied at the Morgue last night, 
but if he identified it he must have made his 
identification known alter leaving, ashe did 
not announce it there. 

inspector Byrnes, who has charge of the 
official work of endeavoring to find out who 
the bomb-thrower was, said to-day that he 
had no knowledge that the head at the 
Morgue had been identified. ‘‘I can say 
this,’* he added, ‘‘sincethe day ofthe ex- 
plosion the head has been positively identi. 
fled beyond any doubt eleven times. In each 
case we found the person oaegress to be the 
bomb-thrower alive and weil.’’ 


WHAT MR. SAGE SAYS. 
New YorkK, Dec. 12.—Col. Slocum, the pri- 
vate secretary.of Russell Sage, told a reporter 
this morning that Mr. Sage had been quietly 


reviewing the events of the fatal explosion 
in his office, which occurred on the 4th inst., 
and thatinashort time he would give outa 
full and accurate statement of the affair from 
the first to last. 

Among other things Mr. Sage recalls is 
that his visitor was very nervous and trem- 
bled with excitement,and the bag containing 
the bomb apparently slipped from his grasp 
and dropped sooner than was intended. The 
man jumped backward as if to escape the re- 
sult, but wastoo late. Mr. Sage thinks that 
the man did not intend to kill himself. It was 
evident that he meant to throw the satchel, 
jump out of the way and escape the result 
himself. Through losing his head the crank’s 
plans miscarried.

The Surviving Remnant in Session To-

KANSAS CiTr, Mo., Dec. 12.—A special to the 
Star from Topeka, Kan., says: Twenty-five 
years ago the first Grange was organized in 
the State of Lilinois, and twenty years ago 
the first farmers’ organization was effected 
at Hiawatha in this State. At noon to-day 
the Kansas State Grange, through its officers 
and representatives, began a celebration of 
the event witha dinner at the OCopelapd to 
conclude this afternoon with a long pro- 
gramme. 

The history of the Grange was very similar 
to that of the Farmers’ Alliance for the first 
two years of its existence, and the story will 
be told this afternoon by Maj. Adams of the 
State Historical Society. The permanent 
organization of the State Grange was effected 
at Lawrence, July 23, 1878, and at the close of 
the year it had a membersh?p of 27,000, with 
975 sub-Granges. The farmers thought they 
were strong enough to enter politics, and in 
1873, when the Lower House of the Legisia- 
ture was elected, two-thirds of them were 
Grangers. As a State organization the 
Grange never entered politics, nor has the 
Farmers’ Alliance. The sub-Granges, how- 
ever, took care of the political end, as have 
the sub-Alliances. It was the panic of 1878 
which gave the Grange its boom and Its po- 
litical power, Gov. Anthony, who was edi- 
tor of the Kansas Farmer at that time, led the 
fight against the organization asa political 
factor. Its membership rapi@ly declined, 
and it was only placed on a permanent basis 
by eschewing politics altogether. At the pres- 
ent time there are only thirty-nine sub-

Events of the past week demonstrate 
that the greatest menace to Democratic

GIVEN NO RELIEF. 


Injunction Against the Cheltenham 
Smelting Works Refused. 
INTERESTING DECISION BY JUDGE 

KLINEINAN OLD CASE. \ 


The Evans & Howard Co. Will Have to Put 
Up With the Fumes From the Smelting 
Works or Else Sue for Damages—New 
Suits Filed—Notes and News From the 
Courts. 


‘Judge Klein handed down a decision to-day 
in the injunction case of the Evans & Howard 
Fire Brick Co, against the St. Louis Smelting 
& Refining Co. The companies own plants in 
Cheltenham on adjoining premises. The 
Evans & Howard Fire’ Brick Co. 
complained. that large quantities of 
fumes of lead, sulphur, zine, ar- 
senic, antimony and other wminerals, 
in the form of vapor escaped from the 
chimneys or stacks of the St. Louls Smelting 
& Refining Co., whichis engaged in reducing 
and refining ores and base bullion, and were 
carried by the wind and settled on its prem- 
ises (that is the premises of the Evans & 
Howard Fire Brick Co.) inthe form of fine 
particles of mineral, thereby incommoding 
the workmen of the Evans & Howard Fire 
Brick Co., and injuring the goods of the fire 
brick company which would be stored on 
its premises adjacent to the St, Louis Smelt- 

ing & Refining Co. 

THE CASE REVIEWED, 

Judge Klein in his opinion gives the history 
of the case, which has been before the court 
since June, 1889, as follows: 

An injunction was then applied for by the 
Evans & Howard Co., which alleged that 
great damage was being done in consequence 
of the effects of the gases to 
its wares, such as glazed piping, etc. 
The St. Louls Smelting Co. came into court 
and flled a proposition to abate the effects 
complained of. The proposition was enter- 
tained by the Court upon the St. Louis Smelt- 
ing Co, giving a bond of $20,000. 
The matter of granting the temporary injunc- 
tion prayed for was deferred by the court In 
order to give the St. Louis Smelting Co. time 
to putin the improvement necessary to pro- 
duce the effect it proposed to accomplish. 

In October 1889, the Smelting Co. reported 
that it had by means ofa condenser reduced 
the escape of the vapors complained of 80 


per cent. The trial of the case 
on its merits was then roceeded 
with, the Evans & Howard Co. not being sat- 


isfied with the amount of redress obtained. 

The St. Louls Smelting & Refining Co., in 
its answer,claimed that the amount of vapors 
still escaping were not of material 
damage to the Evans & Howard Co. Italso 
Claimed exemption by the fact that the 
Evans & Howard Co. had permitted the state 
of affairs to exist for a numberof years. In 
reply tothis the Evans & Howard Co. stated 
that it had not found it necessary to store its 
wares on that portion of its premises imme- 
—"? adjoining :the Smelting-works until 
1887, two years before the injunction was 
asked for. 

The trial of the case was a long and tedious 
one, the taking of testimony not having been 
finished until last June, since Judge Klein 
has had the matter under consideration. The 
court states that. after long and 
carefully examining and weighing the large 
accumulation of evidence it has come to the 
conclusion not to grant the injunction. The 
evidence shows, Judge ‘lein states, 
that some damage has been 
sustained by the Evans & Howard Oa: to its 
goods, amounting the court thinksto about 
$1,500. The evidence, however, does not 
show thatthe general business of the com- 
pany has been injured, adds the court, but 
on the contrary, thatit has been increasing 
from year to year. 

The action of the Evans & Howard Co.in re- 
mainin ent for so many years and permit- 
ting the smelting company to put in valuable 
improvements to its plant has had some 
weight with the court, and a number of 
cases are Cited in which injunctions were re- 
fused on this ground alone. Judge Klein, 
however, does not decidé on this point. 

The granting of injunctions, he states, isa 
power always used by courts with great care 
and consideration of the effects to be pro- 
duced. He cites cases where injunctions were 
refused where parties were clearly shown to 
be damaged, but wherean injunction would 
work a greater injury on the other party. 

THE BILL DISMISSED. 

The evidence shows, the Court states, that 
much vapor still escapes, and that while the 
condenser is being cleaned or will get out of 
order that the greater quantities will escape. 
An injunction, however, directed against the 
smeiting compagy in the estimation of the 
court would wo an injury greater to the 
smelting company than the amount of harm 
done to the Evans & Howard Co. by the 
escaping.gases. The court also takes into 
consideration that the evidence shows that 
the district in which the plants are situated 
is regarded as a manufacturing district. 

Besides the Court concludes the Evans & 
Howard Co, has a remedy at law by a suit for 


damages. The evidence also shows, 
Judge Klein states, [that the work- 
men of the Evans & Howard 


Co, have been incommoded by the vapors re- 
ferred to, but it is not shown, the court 
states, that the Evans & Howard Co. has 
been injured by the fact, which Is therefore 
not a question before the court. The bill ts 
dismissed at the cost of the Evans & Howard 
Fire Brick Co., but without prejudice to any 
future action at law that it may take.

Frederick William Stoppelmann filed an 
answer to-day in Judge Klein’s court to his 
wife’s suit for divorce. Mrs. Stoppel- 


mann in her petition for dl- 
vorce charges her husband with desertion 
and drunkefness. They were married Dec. 3, 
1885, and lived fogether until June,1890. Stop- 
pelmann inhis answer alleges that his wife 
locked him out of their sleeping- room ,threat- 
ening that she would make it so hot for him 
that he would have to go to the poor- 
house. And this, he alleges, was after 
she had induced him to make a conveyance 
of his property toher son by a former mar- 
riage. His wife, Stopplemann says, after- 
wards had the title of the property conveyed 
to herself.

CARELESS METHODS. 


Trouble in the Criminal Court Over a 
Missing Document. 


ATTORNEY M’DONALD ASKS FOR THE 
DISCHARGE OF THE DEFENDANT. 


Edward H. Lebens’ Case Has Not Been 
Docketed for Four Successive Terms of 
the Court and Under the Law He Is En- 
titled to Be Discharged—Circuit Attor- 
ney Clover’s Statement. 


A motion, which is but one ofaseries of 
motions to be filed in the Criminal Court re- 
flecting on the managem@mt of affairs In that 
high tribunol, was filed by Attorney Marshall 
McDonald this morning in behalf of hisclient, 
Edward H. Lebens, who was charged with 
seducing a young lady under promise of mar- 
riage in August or September, 1890, over a 
yearago. The papers inthis case are lost, 
and the present Clerk of the Criminal Court 
claims the indictment has not 
been in his possession since he 
took charge of the office in January, 1891. 
Lebens, it is claimed by Mr. McDonald, has 
never been called upon to stand trial and his 
case has never appeared on the docket of the 
Criminal Court since the indictment was re- 
turned against him. Under the statutes 
of this State, the prosecuting officer 
of a criminal court shall discharge 
a defendant if said defendant has not been 
called for trial, or if his case is not docketed, 
within three successive terms of a court hav- 
ing three terms each year or within four 
terms of the criminal court, where said court 
has fouror more terms each year, as the St. 
Louis Criminal Court has. 

MEANING OF THE LAW. 

According to the lawas it appears in the 
Statutes, Lebens is now a free man, though 
he has never been tried by a court or jury, 
and simply because the papers in his case 
cannot be found. Mr. McDonald filed his 
first motion to discharge Lebens on these 
grounds on Nov. 16, and in reply to 
it Mr. Clover fled another affidavit 
in which upon his oath of office he says that 
in the cause M® has made repeated search for 
the indictment and has had thejClerk of the 
courtand his deputies do the sameand that 
this affant has never been able to find the 
indictment nor have the above mentioned 
Officials, and that the same is lost 
or missing together with all the 
other papersin thecause and that conse- 
quently the: officials of the court have not 
been able to replace the indictment or set the 
cause fortrial, but aMant believes that he 
will be able at the next term to Secure the re- 
turning of anew indictment by the Grand- 


jury. 
MR. M’DONALD’S ALLEGATIONS. 

Mr. McDonald for his client, Lebens, under 
oath makesa number of statements in sup- 
pes of his motion. He says he has been 

ebens’ attorney ever since he was arrested 
in October, 189%. The indictment was re- 
turned against Lebens one yedr ago and the 
same has never been set upon the docket 
fortrial. Neither he nor his client have ever 
requested a continuance or postponement of 
the case. Hehas read the affidavit of Mr. 
Clover, and notes that the affidavit does not 
state when or at what time he first learned of 
the loss of said indictment against Lebens, 
but as a matter of fact the Circuit 
sae tei knew the indictment was lost long 
before the filing of defendant’s motion to dis- 
charge and long before this present term of 
the Criminal Court, as he truly believes, for 
the reason that Mr. Clover soinformed him 
more than a month ago, when he 
intended to file this motion. Notwith- 
Standing that the Circuit Attorney had 
knowledge of the loss of the indictment Mr. 
McDonald urges he has allowed several terms 
of the Criminal Court to elapse and several 
Grand-juries to be summoned, impaneled 
and digcharged hout presenting the mat- 
ter to them, or requesting or procuring the 


finding of a new indictment. The 
November Grand-jury was in_ ses- 
sion at the time the motion to 


discharge Lebens was filed and the Circuit At- 

torney should have presented the case tothat 
body if he desired to or intended to procure a 
new indictment. All the witnesses for the 
State reside in this city and have always re- 
sided here, accessible to the Oircuit Attorney 
at all times. 

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

Judge Normile took the motion under ad- 
visement and will probably pass on it this 
month, Should he decide in favor of 
Leben’s, his decision will open anew fleld 
for practice among Four Courts attornrys. 
If it should be decided that unless a 
defendant’s case is docketed within 
four terms of the court he shall be allowed to 
go free, some defendants may make it their 
business to gain possession of the papers in 
their cases surereptitiously or otherwise,and 
at the close of the year request their dis- 
charge, because they were not called to trial. 
This would not be a every difficult, 
task as the peers of the Criminal Court are 
kept from the public by only a plain door and 
lock, and as there are now between three 
hundred and four hundred cases waiting to 
be tried in the Criminal Court, the absence of 
a handful or two of indictments would hardly 
be missed,

AN OLD AZTEC CITY FOUND IN S0UTE- 
WESTEEN MEXICO. 


Juan Alvarez Has Either Struck the Monte- 
suma Remnant or Is Paraphrasing 
“She’’—Equal to the Arabian Nights— 
What the Hardy Traveler Saw and How 
He Was Treated. 


Orry OF MEXICO, Dec. 12.—Mr. Juan 
Alvarez, who has just returned froman ex- 
piloring expedition in the southwestern part 
of the Republic reports that he has founda 
city which has never been entered by white 
man and which has evidently beenin exist- 
ence for hundreds of years, going back be- 
fore ths time ofthe conquest of the country 
by the Spaniards. It is an old Aztec city, and 
the approaches to if are so guarded by nature 
that it isan impossibility to reach it if the 
inhabitants do not want the traveller to get 
in. Thecity NWesin the almost inaccessible 
mountainous region lying in the  ex- 
treme southwestern part of the country, and 
is so far away from civilization that few white 
men have ever been in the neighborhood. It 
was by the purest accident that Alvarez be. 
came aware thatacity was anywherein the 
vicinity, and after he found itall of his en- 


deavors to reach it were unavailing, 
on account of the persistent op- 
position of the natives. He had 


been traveling over the mountains in search 
of an outlet to the Pacific Ocean when he 
came tothe topof an elevated plateau and 
crossed to the furtheredge. He had a mag- 
hificent view, and while looking over the 
country saw what he took to be housesina 
far distant valley. A close inspection witha 
glass soon convinced himthat what he saw 
was really a collection of houses and he at 
once set about reaching the place to see who 
lived in that part ofthe country. After days 

of bard work by climbing over cliffs and 

mountains he rea ched a place from which he 
obtained a good view ofthe city and saw 
that it was regularly laid out in streets and 
was peopied with a race who knew some- 
thing about civilization. The houses were of 
stone and were surrounded by yards, in 
which were growing flowers and shrubs. On 
all sides were_evidences of taste shown by 
the inhabitants, and it was evident that he 
had found a city which was not known to the 
outside world. 

A careful examination of the country 
showed him that the city was within a natu-, 
ralamphitheater and was accessible trom 
one sideonly. Hesawthat the only means 
of access was through a long and narrow de- 
file which led into the mountains from the 
Pacific coast side, and he started to reach 
the place where he could find this entrance. 
He made an outline drawing of the city as it 
appeared to him from the distant mountain- 
top and thisis all he hasto show that there 
isacity within the mountains, for he was 
never allowed toreach the spot. From this 
drawing it is plain thatthe city has not less 
than 4,000 inhabitants. The houses are all of 
stone and are supplied with doors and win- 
dows. Inthe center was a large building 
which was undoubtedly the temple of wor- 
ship, for on its walls could be seen sculptured 
designs representing the Deity. It was of 
the shape of the ancient teocalli, which are 
to be foundin many parts of this country, 


and the people could be seen passing 
in and out of it during all hours 
of theday. After ten days’ arduous work Al- 


varez found himself at the foot of mountains 
of the Western slope and Set about searching 
for the canyon leading to thecity. He had 
so well marked the lay of the land that he 
had no difficulty in finding the entrance, but 
he was met by a bandof Indians, who re- 
fused to let him proceed. They offered him 
no violence, buc insisted that he should re- 
turn. Hetold them that he hadcome over 
the mountains and that he did not know how 
to get back. After a consultation he was 
told that he would have to remain a while as 
a prisoner, andtwo runners weresent into 
the mountains, who returned inaday with 
orders from some one in authority, and Al- 
varez was blindfolded and placed on the 
back ofa mule. He traveled in this condi- 
tion for three —a7t. only having hts bandages 
removed from his eyes at night. On the 
fourth day he was told to remove the band- 
age, and when he did so he found himself on 
the borders of the Pacific Qcean. The In- 
dians had gone, leaving him with nothing to 
guide him back to the place wherehe had 
seen the city.

A PEACE MEETING WILL BE HELD AT 
INDIANAPOLIS TUESDAY. 


Columbus and Louisville Will Be Retired 
and Consolidations Will Take Place 
at Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago— 

‘ Sunday Games apd 25 Cents Admis- 
sion Fees—Other Sporting News. 


There will be a twelve-club league after all. 
This isthe present arrangement, and unless 
some slip occurs it will gothrough next week. 
A joint meeting of the League and Associa- 
ton clubs will be held at 10 o’clock next 
Tuesday morning at the Bates House, 
Indianapolis, to close the deal. Presi- 
dent Phelps of the American Association 
has sent out notices to all the Association 
clubs that the joint meeting will be held, but 
while he admits that fact and also that peace 
will be the chief topic discussed, he refuses 
to talk further on the subject or state on what 
conditions the compromise will be effected. 

It isnot difficult, however, to see what the 


to form a twelve-club league. When they 
were in Columbus a few days ago they per- 
fected arrangements for the retirement of 
the team there, although a vigorous denial of 
the fact is made by the Buckeye manage- 
ment. The other city to be retired Is unques- 
tionably Louisville, and there Is little doubt 
but what the deal looking toward that end 
has been arranged by President Phelps. Mil- 
waukee will be retained. This will leave 
the Association with seven clubs 
and the League with eight, making fifteen in 
all. Consolidations, however, wlll be effected 
in Boston, Philadeiphia and Chicago, each of 
which cities at present has two teame, one in 
each organization. The detalls of these con- 
solidations have no doubt already been 
agreed upon, and when made it will leave 
twelve clubs alltold. They will form the new 
league. Boston, New York, Brooklyn, Phil- 
aphia, Baltimore and Washington in the 
East and Pittsburg, Cleveiand, Milwaukee, 
Chicago, St. Louis and Cincinnatl in ‘the 
West will be the circuit. 

The League has come down from its 
lofty perch and will permit those cities who 
desire todo so to play Sunday games and 
also to play for an admission 
fee of 25 #£cents. The games may 
not be scheduled for Sundays, but they will 
be played onthat day nevertheless. With- 
out these concessions base ball could never 
be placed ona paying basis in St. Louis, 
Milwaukee and Cincinnati. Mr. Von der 
Abe and theothers realize this thoroughly 
and without such privileges the St. Louls 
President, for one, would never consent 
to the twelve-club league scheme. -He has 
just returned to the city after along absence. 
It Was a well known fact that he was off ar- 
ranging a deal of some kind, but whether he 
was trying to get one of the Association clubs 
to retire or was working on the twelve-club 
league compromise was not known, The call 
of President Phelps for a peace meeting 
makes matters clear, however. There 
will be aie twelve-club league. This 
also explains the indifference of the St. Louis 
President and the Chicago League people 
about signing players.
